Local politicians and town 
staff feel extending the agree¬ 
ment between the municipal 
government and the Niagara 
Health System (NHS), estab¬ 
lished when Douglas 
Memorial Hospital was con¬ 
verted into an urgent care 
centre last September, 
should be stretched to a five- 
year trial period. 

The original agreement 
said that a third-party review 
would be conducted after 
two years to evaluate the 
effectiveness of the facility 
operating as a 24-hour 
urgent care centre. 

The party would consist of 
representatives from the 
Town, local physicians and 
the NHS.

At Monday's council-in¬ 
committee meeting, coun¬ 
cillors unanimously sup¬ 
ported a staff report that 
highlights the Town's 
request of the ministry of 
health to hold off on a 
review of the quality of 
services provided at the 
Douglas Memorial site 
until more information can 
be gathered and a better 
case can be built.When the 
emergency and operating 
rooms were removed from 
the available services at 
Fort Erie's local health care 
site as part of the NHS's 
Hospital Improvement 
Plan, approved by the 
Hamilton Niagara 

Haldimand Brant Local 
Health Integration 

Network (LHIN), it was 
agreed that the review 
would take place after two 
years. Now, local officials 


are saying that isn't enough 
time to prove their 
point.With uncertainty sur¬ 
rounding the position of 
the Ontario Ombudsman, 
who is supposed to be con¬ 
ducting an investigation 
into the amount of public 
input used by the LHIN 
when implementing the 
plan, along with results 
from the northern and 
rural healthcare panel still 
not finalized, it was 
explained mostly by mayor 
Doug Martin and general 
manager of community 
health and wellness Russ 
Wilson as to why this is the 
right direction the local 
community should be 
heading in, trying to pre¬ 
serve health services at 
Douglas Memorial.Wilson 
said annual reviews will 
still be conducted but will 
be compiled in one formal 
review after five years if the 
ministry of health and 
long-term care grants the 


extension. 

"The formal review 
would be a culmination of 
reviews from year-to-year, 
given the facts that statis¬ 
tics may change and we're 
trying to bring additional 
services," said Wilson. 

The services Wilson was 
referring to include a pal¬ 
liative care unit that has 
also worked out an agree¬ 
ment with Emergency 
Medical Services to trans¬ 
port patients requiring the

Fort Erie, after it was 
scheduled to re-locate to 
the Welland General 
Hospital after the hospital 
plan was implemented.

restoration of the emer¬ 
gency and operating rooms 
before the formal review is 
conducted. 

The first is a change in 
the current provincial gov¬ 
ernment's health care poli¬ 
cies, the second is a change 
in government, which in 
turn could change policy. 

The third option is if Fort 
Erie finds itself in the posi¬ 


tion to "demonstrate things 
have changed dramatically 
to the point where Fort Erie 
deserves an emergency 
room and operating room." 

Mayor Doug Martin said 
the report speaks volumes 
about the hard work and 
tireless efforts the Town of 
Fort Erie and the commu¬ 
nity as a whole has invest¬ 
ed into voicing concern 
and finding new ways to 
petition the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to re-evaluate its 
plans for health care in 
small, rural areas and to 
fight to maintain services 
in Fort Erie. 

He said the battle has 
been focused around the 
local community, but there 
are other municipalities in 
Ontario with similar issues 
surrounding health care 
who he feels also deserve 
more than what the gov¬ 
ernment has provided for 

"This doesn't just affect

He also reiterated the 
fact that there are many 
outstanding reports that 
need to be completed 
before a detailed account 
of the services being pro¬ 
vided can be evaluated 
such as the findings of the 
panel for rural and north¬ 
ern health care and the 
ombudsman's review of 
the LHIN.

Council amends policy for firefighters 


Volunteers must 
finish probation¬ 
ary term before 
filing an appeal over 
a discharge

If the fire chief feels one 
of his volunteers is not 
capable of providing an 
effective service and may 
be a detriment to the Fort 
Erie Fire Department 
(FEFD), he has the authori¬ 


ty to hand them a dis¬ 
charge. 

If the firefighter in ques¬ 
tion feels his or her side of 
the story hasn't been 
heard, they have the right 
to appeal their 
dismissal...but only if they 
have completed their pro¬ 
bationary period that usu¬ 
ally lasts about one year. 

Before council approved 
the human resource policy 
amendment, any volunteer 
firefighter firefighter could 
challenge a disciplinary 
discharge through an 
appeal. But now, anyone 
told their services are no 


longer needed at the FEFD 
with or without cause, who 
have finished their proba¬ 
tionary term, can file an 
appeal. 

Tom Mather, the Town of 
Fort Erie's manager of 
human resources said this 
will be a more effective 
method, especially when 
new recruits for the FEFD 
are evaluated. 

He said there are usually 
about 40 trainees every 
year and those who don't 
make the grade would have 
been able to make an 
appeal after they were told 
they aren't needed. He 


feels this creates a better 
understanding with those 
hoping to join the fire 
department and clearly 
explains the possibility of 
them not making the cut. 

"If we decide ten of them 
can't make it, then we're 
looking at ten potential 
hearings when really it's 
already implied in a proba¬ 
tionary period that you 
could be discharged," he 
said at Monday's council- 
in-committee meeting. 

There are six stations 
within the FEFD, all of 
whom are served with vol¬ 
unteer firefighters.

If you've already read this week's 
front page story, you are aware of the 
Town requesting an extension from 
the ministry of health and long-term 
care on the deal between the local 
government and the Niagara Health 
System (NHS) to a total of five years 
instead of two, before a third-party 
review of the Douglas Memorial site's 
operation as an urgent care centre is 
conducted. 

We need to trust our local officials 
that this is the right direction. 

There is still so much outstanding 
information that needs to be gathered 
like the report from the panel on 


northern and rural health care and 
the ombusdman’s review of the Local 
Health Integration Network’s use of 
public input when approving the 
NHS’s hospital improvement plan. 

Compare this situation to someone 
writing an essay in college or high 
school and the text books they use as 
sources are missing half of the pages. 

This analogy compares to this situ¬ 
ation. In order to prove a point, all the 
facts need to be in place and not just 
predicted by opinion. This might 
mean the fight to preserve local health 
care services might be extended by a 
few years, but at least we can be 
assured that every argument has been 
considered.

This week, the core group 
of the Yellow Shirt Brigade 
met at the First Baptist 
Church on Bertie Street, with 
three members of the 
Douglas Memorial Hospital 
Foundation. 

This meeting was called so 
that we would get answers to 
many questions regarding 
the Foundation, the hospital 
equipment and fund raising. 
We also wanted to let the 
Foundation members know 
that we are working for local 
health care and our local 
hospital, not against the 
Foundation itself. 

Like many of you, we had 
heard rumours and doubted 
the fundraising brochure 
that was sent with our power 
bill. 

We saw the picture on the 
front of the brochure and 
recognized it as the same one 
that the Niagara Health 
System (NHS) used during 
their presentations. This 
made us doubt that the 
money raised for the 
Douglas Memorial 

Foundation would stay in 
Fort Erie, and would instead 
be given to the NHS to fur¬ 
ther their cause. 

Not so! 

The board of directors for 
the Douglas Memorial 
Hospital, who kept Fort 
Erie's hospital financially 
sustainable before the actual 
amalgamation in Niagara, 
was astute enough to form an 


Ontario Corporation. 

By forming a corporation, 
the monies they had and 
continue to get, are untouch¬ 
able by the NHS. Any money 
donated to the DMH 
Foundation stays in Fort 
Erie, unless specifically given 
for another cause. 

The money is only spent 
on items that are used in Fort 
Erie and should the hospital 
close completely, the money 
will still only be used for Fort 
Erie health needs such as 
nursing homes or health 
care centers. The NHS can¬ 
not touch it The board is not 
buying expensive equipment 
as it is not needed in our 
facility; they are maintaining 
what we have. 

The Foundation mem¬ 
bers were very open and 
answered all of our questions 
regarding equipment, mem¬ 
bership and financial con- 

Our DMH Foundation is a 
volunteer group and none of 
the members receive com¬ 
pensation for their work. No 
per diems to the members 
are given. They are there 
because, like all of us, they 
want the hospital back for 
the community that built and 
maintained it 

When asked about the 
relationship of the local 
foundahon to the NHS and 
the NHS Foundation, we 
were told that they are two 
separate entities. Our DMH 
Foundation has no financial 
commitment to the NHS and 
their focus is on the DMH 
only. The NHS Foundation is 
comprised of all of the hospi¬ 


tals in the Niagara Region. 

It is very important that 
we all use and access the 
Urgent Care Centre in Fort 
Erie for our urgent care 

We need to keep the num¬ 
bers up so that the NHS will 
not have an excuse to close it. 
Save yourself the unneces¬ 
sary and long drive to 
Welland and Niagara Falls. If 
you are unfortunate enough 
to get a medical staff mem¬ 
ber tell you that you should 
not have gone there, report 
them! You are attending that 
urgent care centre for med¬ 
ical assistance and they have 
to treat you or transfer you, 
but at least you will be near 
someone with medical train¬ 
ing should your urgent need 
be deemed or become emer¬ 
gency needs. If you can't self 
diagnose and aren't sure if it 
is urgent or an emergency, 
let a medical professional 
decide. They cannot send 
you away. It would be inter¬ 
esting to know if they are 
counting the number of 
emergency patients that walk 
in, perhaps they will have to 
explain the closure at some 

After talking to the 
Foundation members and 
being shown that they take 
their duties as "keepers of the 
purse" very effectively, we 
strongly urge that donations 
still be made to the Douglas 
Memorial Foundation. The 
NHS can not touch it.
